France and Germany Hit 
by Snow, Hail, Floods

Much property damage was suffered 
to shipping and to crops in France 
and Germany and off their coasts. 
Snow, hail, floods and low tempera- 
tures did much damage in many parts 
of France, 

Winds whipped the Baltic sea off 
the coast of Germany, practically 
paralyzing shipping, and seven Ital- 
ian sailors were swept off a de- 
stroyer in a storm near Spezia.

SNOW, FLOODS AND RAIN 

PARIS, Sept. 6. — (#) — Snow, 
floods, rain and temperatures as low 
as 37 degrees Fahenreit featured 
Vrance’s week-end weather today and 
last night. 

A seaman was washed overboard 
and drowned in a storm near St.

CONVENES TODAY 


Economic Ills and Dis-| 
armament Overshadow 
Other Issues.

GENEVA, Sept. 6.— (©) —The 
League of Nations will convene in its 
annual assembly tomorrow with eco- 
nomic depression and disarmament 
overshadowing all other issues. 
With a view to dissolving Europe's 


| reported 


economic troubles, the assembly will 
deal with the proposals of the com- 
mission for European union, which 
has been meeting concurrently with 
the league council. 

In attacking the world problem of 
economic dislocation, the assembly 
will have the advantage of the survey 
prepared by the league's economic 
committee upon the causes and cir- 
cumstances of the prevailing disorders 
in industry, commerce and finance. 

More immediately in the foreground 
will be the recommendations of the 
Wiggin committee of international 
bankers, headed by Albert H. Wig- 
gin, of New York, which recently or- 
dered revision of repd¥ations and war 
debts. 

As for disarmament, the assembly 
must make definite preparations for 
the world conference, which is sum- 
moned to convene here February 2: 

The political situation in Europe, 
observers here agree, continues un- 
promising for success of the arms con- 
ference. The strongest hope for any 


real reduction in armaments is based 
on the belief that President Hoover 
will cast the influence of the Ameri- 
can government into the balance on 
the side of genuine and substantial re- 
duction of size and cost of fighting 
equipment. 

The proposal to bring the league 
covenant into harmony with the Kel- 
logg pact by plugging up all existing 
war gaps is again on the agenda of 
the assembly this year. Proposed two 
years ago by the British delegation, 
this idea was hailed with universal 
xpproval, but certain political and 
technical obstacles have arisen and 
its early realization seems improbable. 

Proposals for revising the calendar 
will be considered at this conference. 
American organizations which have 
taken a leading part in the agitation 
for calendar reform will be strongly 
represented.

“MORAL DISARMAMENT” PLEA 
REITERATED BY FRANCE 

PARIS, Sept. 6.— (UP) — The 
French demand that “moral disarma- 
ment” precede the destruction of bat- 
tleships. was reiterated today by Min- 
ister of Air Jacques Louis Dumesnil 
at a ceremony in commemoration of 
the first battle of the Marne. 

The anniversary of the birth of La- 
Fayette was observed in Paris with 
the ; of a flag, presented by the 

Philadelphia, over the Hotel 
de Ville, ultaneous with the cere- 
mony at Meaux honoring the memory 
of Marshal Joffre and the soldiers 
who fell on the Marne. 

Dumesnil observed that since the 
enforcement of the covenant of the 
League of Nations, France had re- 
duced her armed forces 42 per cent 
despite responsibility for a colonial

Fire Not Returned. 

The rebel crews did not return the 
fire of the airplanes; the government 
said, and it was believed they were 
hiding in the lower parts of the ships, 
seeking’ shelter from the bombs and 
the hail of machine-gun fire directed 
from above their heads. 

The action in the air followed de- 
cisive fighting on land today. . Three 
regiments of soldiers from Concepcion 
were ordered to capture the rebellious 
naval yard at Taleahuano and a sharp 
battle resulted. 

The troops succeeded in recapturing 
the base, and the government estimat- 
ed the casualties at about 50. 
that 1,000 prisoners were 
taken, together with all the arms and 
ammunition in the forts. 

Coquimbo is about 250 miles north 
of Santiago and Taleahuano about the 
same distance to the south.

DOLE REDUCTION 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—(/)—A crowd 
of several thousand persons staged a 
demonstration in Hyde park today, 
while political leaders were preparing 
for the opening of parliament this 
week and announced its intention to 
attempt to see Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald at the house of commons 
Tuesday to protest against cuts in 
the dole and in wages. 

The crowd was made up of mem- 


bers of the independent labor party 
and a contingent under the national 
unemployment workers’ movement. It 
converged on Oxford Circus from all 
parts of London and, headed by a 
band of unemployed men, marched to 
Hyde park, bearing banners inscribed 
“No Wage Cut!” “Stop This Starva- 
tion !” 

A hundred policemen watched the 
demonstration. The speakers includ- 
ed J. Beckett, member of parliament 
for Peckham, end F. 
for Leicester East. The meeting pass- 
ed resolutions against “‘the declared 
intention of the national government 
to cut down unemployment _ allow- 
ances, social expenditure and_ the 
wages of government servants at the 
dictation of financiers.” 

The special session of the parlia- 
men meets Tuesday to approve or dis- 
approve the new national govern- 
ment’s plan for meeting the apparent 
deficit of approximately $600,000,000 
in the budget. 

The cabinet’s program is complet- 
ed, but it will hold a brief meeting 
teumorrow to decide the final lineup 
for the battle in the house of com- 
mons. It expects to have a majority 
of more than 50 votes, at least. 

British labor also will meet tomor- 
row at the trades union congress at 
Bristol to map out the plans of its 
warfare against the administration, 
the plans of which, it claims, are an- 
tagonistic to the workers. 

Prime Minister MacDonald and 
other principal figures in the present 
crisis spent the week-end ostensibly 
resting, but actually most of them 
were at their country homes with 
their plans.

The 72-hole overtime struggle _be- 
tween Billy Burke and George Von 
Elm at Inverness last July for the 
national open crown probably packed 
in more golfing drama, but the big 
amateur show's youngest surviving 
field in history stirred the imagina- 
tions of young and old alike. 


GLORIOUS EXAMPLE. 


It proved with a glorious example 
that they do come back, a lesson that 
the American sportsman, probably 
more than anyone else, loves to see 
demonstrated. 

To add a touch of fate to the come- 
back, Quimet turned his trick 17) 
years to the day, almost to the hour | 
and by the identical margin by which 
he first won the title from Jerome | 
Travers at Ekwanok, Manchester, Vt. 
OQuimet defeated Travers, 6 and 5, 
September 5, 1914, and crushed Jack 
Westland, of Chicago, yesterday by 
the same score at Beverly. 

Probably no one was as jubilant 
over OQuimet’s comeback today as Bob- 
by Jones, who surrendered the last 
of his four major golf championships 
without a shot. Jones watched every 
stroke Ouimet made in his final two 
matches with “Billy the Kid” Howell, | 
from Richmond, Va., and Westland. |

where he met the Ouimet stone wall. 
With a free, easy swing and a sound 
game, he impressed the observers as 
a shotmaker destined to travel far in 
the game.

_ When he was a sufficient distance 
from the track so that the fire did 
not menace the crowded grandstand. 
he leaped from the burning car and 
collapsed. He was taken to the Muhl- 
enberg hospital, at Plainfield, suffer- 
ing from severe burns.

the first 30-mile heat of the famous 
classic. ‘ 

Wood brought his Ninth in second, 
a good mile behind the flying white- 
hulled English boat, while his broth- 
er, George Wood, in the Miss America 
VIII, trailed in several hundred yards 
behind Gar. 

Both the Miss England and the 
Miss America IX surpassed all for- 
mer speed records for the 30 miles, 
both in heat and lap time. It was 
the first time Wood had been defeated 
since he won the historic plaque off 
Cowes, England, in 1920.

The previous lap was 
79.082, set by Wood in the Ninth a 
year ago. 

SPEED TERRIFIC, 

The Miss England’s great speed was 
manifest from the first. Don beat: 
Wood across the starting line and led 
him on the first lap by 100 yards. 
Wood jumped into the lead on the 
west turn, but only for a moment. It 
was the only time the Miss England 
took the wash of the American boat. 


As the boats roared out of the turn, 
Don’s mechanics opened the throttles 
and the big six-ton hydroplane shot 
back into the lead. From then on 
Don gradually widened the gap be- 
tween him and the trailing Miss 
Americas. It was on this second lap 
that he made his fastest time. On 
the final lap, with victory assured, he 
cut down the speed and still led Wood 
by more than a mile when he reached 
the finish line. 

SHAKE HANDS. 


Don took the Miss England half 
way around the course after the finish 
and then cut across the river to the 
judges’ stand, where the boat was tied 
up. Wood slid up in the Miss Ameri- 
ca IX a moment later and the two 
greatest speedboat pilots in the world 
shook hands. lLated they posed for 
pictures, standing on the deck of the 
English boat. 

Both pilots spoke briefly over the 
radio. Don, his ears still ringing from 
the roar of the giant Rolls motors, 
was visibly confused. Later he told 
reporters he was well satisfied with 
the Miss England’s performance. 

“Tt was a great race and I enjoyed 
it immensely,” he said. ‘Our boat be- 


happy that I may be able to take the 
trophy back home to England with 
me.’
